Announcement of the agreement 
was made by William H. Davis, 
moderator of the conference. Da- 
vis read to reporters a letter from 
President Roosevelt to the conter- 
ence bn which Mr. Roosevelt said 
he was “happy to accept your gen- 
eral bore ot agreement. 

Tonight the conferees issued a 
statement saying they accepted 
“the President’s direction for a 
peaceful settlement of disputes 
and the establishment of a War 
Labor Board” but strongly urged 
that the board “should not accept 
for arbitration or consideration 
the issue of the closed shop, re- 
quiring that a person become or 
remain a member of a labor or- 
ganization if he is to get or hold 
a job.”

Common Sense 


The city of Atlanta defense committee has 
demonstrated excellent good sense in deciding 
that civilian defense organization here shall 
be in the hands of a group of retired Army 
officers. 

To organize a civilian defense setup that 
will, with reasonable hope, function efficiently 
in time of crisis is an undertaking that calls 
for just that particular type of training possess- 
ed by the Army officer. Thousands of civilian 
volunteers have to be instructed in their duties, 
either in case of trial blackout or of actual 
raid. They have, also, to be instilled with that 
type of ready obedience to orders and faithful 
performance of duty which is found to greater 
degree in the armed forces than among civilians 
in normal times. 

Furthermore a system of communications as 
perfect as those of any Army corps in the field 
has to be set up, ready for instant. use in time 
of need. Control headquarters have to be estab- 
lished and manned. All is military in require- 
ments and system. 

The city has taken the wisest possible step 
for ofganization of a civilian defense. It would 
relieve the minds of tens of thousands’ of 
Georgians if the state would take similap action. 
This no time, nor is civilian defense an 
undertaking, for amateur handling by men and 
women whose chief qualifications consist of 
political affiliations and the ability to control 
voters. 

If the emergency for which civilian defense 
is desizned ever comes to Georgia, there will 


is 
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be no forgiveness for men who bungle prepara- 
tions now. 

Atlanta has shown the logical, proper way 
in selecting retired Army officers to head its 
civilian defense organization, The state and 
other cities could do no better than follow that 


example.

What Will He Do? 


There are mounting indications that Ger- 
many, when and if it can establish “holding” 
lines in Russia, will strike southward in a 
supreme effort to break the growing grip of 
Allied power. 

To win, Hitler must break the ring around 
Europe. It matters not the distance of that 
ring, for its mere existence is choking the 
Germans, the Italians, the Vichy French and 
the Spanish—most importantly, of course, the 
Germans. He failed in Russia, now he must try 
some other spot. 

Hitler’s great chance to break that ring has 
been lost in Libya unless he can rescue General 
Rommel's broken Panzer forces with vast rein- 
forcements ferried from Greece and Italy, or 
unless he can swing south through France and 
Spain, flanking Gibraltar and neutralizing that 
great fortress, and breaking out into Africa in 
Morocco. This would give him virtual control 
of the Straits of Gibraltar without the danger- 
ous attack necessary to capture the rock. 

It should be emphasized Hitler does not have 
to seize Gibraltar to break down into Africa, 
and the British would be hard-pressed, to put 
it mildly, to interfere with the short sea opera- 
tions necessary to flank Gibraltar with the 
available Nazi air umbrella that could be 
raised during the operations. 

Such a thrust would be extremely serious 
for the Allies and at the same time potentially 
disastrous for the Germans. They cannot rely 
upon any of their allies for troops. The fleet 
Italians now being called up for service could 
be used to hold down the subjugated countries, 
but hardly will be trusted in active fighting by 
the Germans. Spanish soldiers are battle- 
weary and hunger-drunk. Few could be spared 
from the task of holding down the starving 
Spanish people. 

But the Germans could spare the troops. The 
gains would be great, since the reinforcement 
and supply of an Allied army to hold even 
present positions would be a stupendous task. 
Dakar would supply the Axis with a tailored- 
to-order base for vicious submarine warfare 
against this supply line. 

However, African fighting is not easy. Only 
troops inured to the hardships can function 
effectively. Even*the French in Africa chiefly 
have relied upon the toughest fighting men the 
world has ever produced—the Foreign Legion. 
So that troops from a temperate climate, such 
as the Germans, would operate under terrific 
disadvantage even along the more fertile shores 
of the tideless sea. 

So tnat is why an African thrust by Hitler 
would be both serious and at the same time 
potentially disastrous for the Nazis. It would 
call for great effort and sacrifice on the part 
of the United States and Great Britain. It 
would, necessarily, divert attention from the 
Far East, since Hitler is the enemy who before 
all others must be contained in his trap until 
the Allies are ready to open the gates and go in 
after him. 

Hitler cannot remain stationary. It is the 
fate and the destiny of conquerors that they 
must keep on the offensive and Hitler is no 
exception. 

He can strike through Turkey—against 2,- 
000,000 bayonets—or directly at England. But 
the signposts point svuuth.

A DOCTOR'S REPORT The Apostle Luke was a physician. 


lle woe an educated, cultured Greek 
and the only gentile writer of the Seriptures, Luke was not one 
of the “eyewitnesses,” nor was he one of the 70 sent out by Christ. 


His gospel was a report by a physician, used to a certain amount 
of testing and research. That is why it is so very important and 
why, I think, his gospel is the most impelling of them all. 

The fact that he was a physician explains why he’gave so much 
space in his report to the healings of Christ. One can imagine him 
investigating these even more fully than any other writer of the 
gospel. The medical aspects interested him. 

His report, too, is not chronological, as are those of Mark and 
John. Like a researcher, he made notes on special subjects. About 
one-third of his entire gospel is peculiar to his report and is not 
found in the others. The orderly mind of a physician is evident. 
He put down more details. He ignored what others found. 

He begins the Greatest Story very 


THE GREATEST STORY 
simply. There was a governor of 


Syria named Cyrenius. The Roman name was Quirinius. Caesar 
Augustus, seeking more taxes, ordered a census so that all citizens 
might be enrolled and taxed, The procongul Quirinius issued the 
order in Syria, 

This was why Joseph took his family out of Nazareth to Beth- 
lehem, there to be with his family and to be enrolled and pay 
his taxes, 

It did not seem importnt to put down the story of the travel, 
They may have used one donkey. They probably walked. There 
undoubtedly were crowds of people, donkeys, goats and all the 
paraphernalia of travel in the tropics. One can imagine the dust 
along the roads, the camps at night, the sounds of animals, the 
smell of camptires and cooking food. 

Bethelehem was an old town, but small. The story of Ruth had 
its locale at Bethlehem. There was not much room in it for trav- 
elers. It must be remembered that this demand from Caesar that 
all persons be enrolled was something new. It brought out the 
greatest crowds the country had ever seen. The roads were 
thronged, It requires no great imagination to picture the town. 
The streets would have been hot and dusty. The cries of vendors 
of food would have echoed over it. There would have been camels 
and donkeys and herds of sheep and goats passing along the streets. 


One can imagine acquaintances gathered together in the eating 
places and the drinking places, discussing the edict Sy Caesar. 
Some would be fearful. Others would be resentful. Taxes, crops, 
bad times would be discussed. Indeed, later on when the governor 
was serving a second term of appointment, there was another census 
for taxation and there was a mild rebellion led by a man named 
Judas. It was put down. | 

There were, in all probability, several babies born in the town 
on the two or three days of the enrollment. It is too bad there 
was not a reporter there to put down the number of babies born 
in Bethlehem; to write the feature stories of that crowd. 

Luke was concerned with one story. He did a good job. 

There was no room in the inn. Joseph, although he was of the 
House of David, could find no room in a house for his wife who 
was about to give birth to a Child. They found a stable. The 
story of the manger and the Child ts one of the greatest stories 
of all time; humble, appealing, plain. 


THE SHEPHERDS ‘The story of the shepherds is as familiar 
as the story of the Babe in the manger. 
Luke asked questions. He ran down old stories. 

He learned there were shepherds in the fields looking after their 
flocks. The shepherds were, of course, uneducated, ignorant men. 

An angel of the Lord appeared before them and there was:a 
sort of glory shining about them. Luke knew this must have fright- 
ened them, and so this very human reaction was put into the 
gospel. One can almost hear Luke asking questions. 

“How did the shepherds react?” 

“They were scared, very scared. 
father told.” 

So, Luke reports it, Luke 2, 9: . and they were sore afraid.” 

He makes it clear that, after the angel was gone and the situa- 
tion had become normal, the shepherds talked it over. They de- 
cided to go into the city, which was near by, and have a look. 

Luke makes it plain there was no connection between the shep- 
herds and the people at the stable. The people at the stable were 
surprised and asked questions about the story the shepherds had to 
tell. Luke went to great pains to make that point clear. The people 
at the stable didn’t know about the angel on the plain where the 
sheep were. , 

Luke neglects the story of the wise men. He, the researcher. 
didn’t seem to put much credence in it or he assigned no great 
importance to it. Luke puts down all the details; of Simeon, of 
the prophetess Anna. He gets along. The precocious Child of 12 
years interested him. He kept seeing Jesus as a universal teacher 
and savior. There was nothing narrow about this Greek physician 
and his outlook. 

One wonders what became of Luke. Did he resume his practice? 
Did he become a minister? Did he retire to write? No one knows. 

His semiscientific report, according to his lights, remains one 
of the great stories of all time. Tomorrow more than half the world 
will think of Jesus Christ. Men on ships, soldiers freezing in 
snows, burning in tropic suns; men dying, fighting, fearing, hoping— 
these and millions of other men and women tomorrow will think 
of this Man and the story which the Greek physician wrote.

“He that would be greatest among you, let him be your servant,” 
or “let him be the servant of all.” That measure of greatness is 
still correct, and we recognize its justice instinctively. 

It doesn’t mean that the laborer who works with his hands is 
more important than other men. The worth of any work is meas- 
ured by its usefulness to mankind, and the worker who achieves 
most is the one who works with hand, head and heart. History 
will probably name Edison as our greatest man, for his service was 
greater than any other. 

Yet there are many ways to serve. Will Rogers is still hon- 
ored by the people because he entertained them. Being humble 
and common in spite of fame, he ministered to their self-respect, 
and he made them laugh and forget their troubles. 

Greatness is measured by usefulness,.and the “little man” who 
does a useful thing well is certainly greater than the “big man” 
who fails. A statesman who has power to serve, but acts unwisely 
and brings sorrow and ruin to his people, ranks far beneath the 
farm hand who plows a good furrow.

For the most part, they were 
alone. 

In effect the war council meet- 
ing was a continuation of what 
was said last night.
